The lawtulneſle of taking up Armes in this caſe is very queſtiona- 
ble,becauſe it icemes to be againit the King and many Preachers both by their 
Sermons and Writings detcraune 1t Rebctlion and utterly unlawtfull:and that 
wee ſhould tutfer, rather than refiſt , according to the practice of holy Mar- 
tyrs in Queene Adarie) dayes, &c- and the very Cavaliers demand with what 
conſcience can we take up Armes againit the King &c. 

Axrſw, Firſt, it would not be amutte tooblcrve chote Preachers, whoare fo 
caretull to reſolve doubttull Coniciences in this caſe, atter this manner; ſurely 
if we note how tender they have beene tormeriy unto weake and (ſcrupulous 

{ciences, we have more reaſon to {ulpect , that their detigne is rather to 
raiſe up and makeſcruples then to antwer them at a!l. 

Secondly, it is good to oblerve all whac interek they have in the Cauſe it 
ſelfe ; ſurely if the Caule be againit Popery and Prelacie,ic4s no mervaile that 
the Popiſh and Prelaticall faction (who kiowes l:t.] : Gonfcienceout of their 
owne Cane) pleads conſcience {o much ; enquire of them whether it be law= 
full to joyne with the worſhip of God corrupted with tuperititious and hu- 
mane 1nyeations; they wll tell you you arc more preciſe than wile, and what 
need you be {o ſcrupulous, &c.but now they are ot atother mind, and it is ob=

Thirdly. It 15 good alſo to {ee hoiv caretull thele men have been to informe 
the ing in his co (having the belt op p »rtunity hereunto) and in matters of 
Conſcience about this Warre ; no 1n thus cale, as in the controverfie with our 
Brethren the Scots, they ſay to our King as the 400. talie Prophets ſaid te 
Ahab g0e UP 50 Ran oth Gilcad and proſper : and it 1s obſervable alto, that theſe 
men (who pretend ſo much zeale are mo't {.ditious.fatious and ſchiſmaticall 
f.llowes in the Kingdome and chiete caulcrs of the preſent diviſions amongſt

Fourthly, Thoſe Preachers that plcad it to be Rebellion to take up Armes 
in this Caulc againtt the King (asthey pleale to muſcall it) doenot plead it re-

. Thirdly, this guarcell is generall, as the laſt and greateſt quarrell muſt be; for the good 
Party now through the Chriltian world, waics wita prayers and tearcs tor a good lucceſle 
here in England;and the Popith partie alſo with all their endeavours, ia Spatne,Fraw Ireland, 
Denmark. &c.leek the turtherance of fucceſle on their fides.

fell intentto be drunk with our blood, and to {wel: wich our wealth, ro plunder oux City 
(though they have the face to deny it; when lome of the chicfett of them tent word r6 loine 
of their friends in London to change their lodging , and ſecure rl;emfelyes in ſuch and ſuch 
places , 'intimating their intentions of blood, cc.) yer how did God drive them away by 
OQvo broken unprovided Regiments though they came incertionally;the whole Army con= 
fiſting of many thouſands, &c. bow hath God appeared at Wincheſter > ar Chicheſter, &c, 
{urely all this doth afford matter of incourageinents in this Cauſe, _ 

Therfore, if any conſiderations of the right or It hand, Liberty or Religion, inward or 
outward man wilitake hold upon us , we thuuld hold on in the worke , ard give our our 
felves in our Prayers, Eſtates and Perlogs, now or neycr;better iris to part with ſome now 
like men, then with all bercafter like ſlaves ; did you bur kro:y the confequences of this 
Warre, you would count it the belt Husbandry to ſpare fron your backs and bellies to 
maintain it : be nax deceived with conceits of a Peace, and an Accomodation z letthe 
batefull memory of that man be wricten 1n blood, who Ce'iphts in blood; yea, let him have 
blood to drink. for he is worthy; let inward and outward trouble be his portion that defires 
not Peace with truth and heline//e : but there is all improbability ſar leaſt as yet)of any ſuch 
Peace; for the interrup:ion of the Proteſtant cauſe in [relant occalioned by , 1f not aim'd at 
in thele preſent diftractions, the infarrections of tie Papifts, and the rifings up of feverall 

Armiesthroughout the Kingdome (behides the greater Body with the King ) to wit, the 
Earles of Newcaſtle, Cumbe) lnd, Wo; ceſter, Sir R-Ipb Hopions, RC the continua.l Diſcoveries 
of Preparations beyond Scas by Factors gone over to that purpoſe for Armes and Ammu- 
nition,&7, are ſufficient intimatzons to any man of the meuneſt capacitie, that it is yery 
unlikely that we ſhall have a good Peace from them, as the caſe now fiafds, Tre Heare of 
the Go Joel and of the Ki1g«ome is the Crown We fight for , and therfore our Parliament Worthres 
are now {abouring for ſuch a Peace withour any more ſheddinz ot blood; which if ir could 
be atain'd, would be the joy of every honejt heart; only this we feare,our Encmics Deligne 
in pretending a defire of Peace, 15 to delay (if poſſibly untill the Sj ring, in which time th 
bope bo gamer ſtrength,and recover that blood, which(though they will not confeſſe):hey lo 
in the fall, Happily they intend to make up their number again withan Army of Ixiſh 
Rebels; (for doubtleiſe the Iriſh and Engliſh Rebellion againtt che Peace of the rwo King- 
Gomes 15all of a blood and breeding -: ) but let them come. we feare nothing, that blocd is 
28 corrupted as the former, and God will lex it out: Our Cauſe is good, God is with us, 
and their Rock is not as ours, our euemies themſelves being Iuder: * He bath (bewed bumſelfe lorious 
#1 bis peane(ſe,fearfull.in praiſes, working wonders ; He hath thrown down monntaines.filÞd up vallies, 
reurwed iis works of Woaers 3 Be bold and confident, that beleeving tm bis Nawe without feare, be 
Kilnrner [cave ws, till ve doc enjoy the ghory of God in Canaan, _ FINIS. 
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
